President Eisenhower has re- 
quested legislation which would 
appropriate $2,000,000,000 over a 
four year period. 

Some experts spoke of $600,-

divisions of our schools will be 
at its peak. Rum! thought an im- 
mediate grant of $750,000,000 for 
1957-58 and $3,500,000,000 by 1962 
might be enough.

What we finally will get in 
the form of congressional action 
is for the future.

U.S. DECLINES COMMENT 


A U.S. spokesman declined to 
comment on the resolution, which 
was read to the assembly by 
Charles Malik, foreign minister 
of Lebanon, but not formally in- 
troduced. 


At the start of the meeting, 
Secretary General Hammarskjold 
told the assembly he had been 
‘kept well-informed”’ on the nego- 
tiations between the United 
States and Israel on a final Is- 
raeli withdrawal. He added that 
“these serious efforts to break 
through the unfortunate impasse 
... are deserving of warm appre- 
ciation.”’ 

Hammarskjold said he could 
state ‘‘with confidence’ that 
Egypt was willing and ready to 
make “special and helpful ar- 
rangements with the United Na- 
tions and some of its auxiliary 
bodies.’’ such as the U.N. Relief 
and Works Agency for Palestine 
Arab refugees and the U.N. Emer- 
gency Force in connection with 
the Gaza Strip.

The Egyptians, Too 


If President Eisenhower and the ad- 
ministration finally decide to support 
sanctions against Israel, the reverbera- 
tions in Congress may explode into full- 
scale revolt. Already the move has 
etme 9 new strains in the Western alli- 
ancé and a strong buildup of sympathy 
for Israel in this country. 

The chances are that Israel eventually 

will get her troops out of the Gaza Strip 
and the Gulf of Aqaba. It is unlikely 
that she will, however, until more assur- 
ances are received that Egypt’s aggres- 
sions will not be resumed. 
Thus far Egypt has withheld consent 
’ for the United Nations to maintain the 
peace between that country and Israel. 
In fact, Egypt still maintains a technical 
state of war with the latter and insists 
on belligerent’s rights. 

One-sided sanctions against Israel 
would amount to punishing that country 
while rewarding the Egyptians for simi- 
lar aggression. It would also point up that 
no sanctions are being applied against 
Soviet Ruésia for aggressions in Hungary 
and elsewhere. 

If sanctions are applied against Israel, 
the United Nations should do the same 
to Egypt for its defiance. 

Israel should receive adequate guar- 
antees against Egyptian resumption of 
the guerrilla and blockade war which 
has been going on for almost a decade. 

While understanding the President’s 
wish to end the use of force in the area, 
it is still difficult to tell what American 
policy really is. It appears to be a con- 
tinuation of John Foster Dulles’ bluff and 
blunder, with no firm direction or goal.
